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Report of the Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 


Mr. President and Members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association: 


When an infant is born into this 
world, its first interest is in milk; 
and though the child live to an ex- 
treme age, it is never apt to wholly 
lose its interest in the subject. As a 
babe, it is the one satisfying food; as 
a child, it is the food most relished 
and most desired; and as a parent, 
it is the food that causes more anx- 
iety and worry than all other foods 
combined, The milk problem is one 
of the chief food problems of the day 
and one of the most difficult to solve, 
Parents, family dogtors, boards of 
health, and legislators, attempt it, and 
for the most part fail. They fail be- 
cause they have not succeeded in 
properly grasping the subject in all 
its bearings; they do not seem to rea- 
lize that it is more of education and 


less of legislation that is needed. The 
producer should receive his share of 
attention, but they should not iail to 
remember that the distributor and 
consumer are the parties most lack- 
ing in proper kgowledge of milk and 
its products. Not only does the dis- 
tributor and consumer need education 
in the care and handling of milk, but 
they also need to be taught that it 
costs money to produce good milk 
and that if they desire such milk they 
should first see to it that the producer 
gets a suitable remuneration for its 
production and then properly care for 
it after it leaves the producer’s hands. 

Milk, too often looked upon as a 
luxury, is one of the cheapest as well 
as one of the best foods; and when 
this is better understood its consump- 
tion in our cities and villages will be 
more than doubled. Our population is 
increasing so rapidly that a surplus 
of food for exportation is almost a 
thing of the past; and the main ques- 
tion will soon be how to feed our peo- 
ple in the best and cheapest manner. 
The Holstein-Friesian breed is primar- 
ily a milk breed, and the most wonder- 
ful producers, and in breeding and 
disseminating such dairy cattle, Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders are doing their 
part towards meeting the impending 
food stringency. They claim that 
their breed is the best of the dairy 
breeds; but they do not ask any man 
to take their unsupported word in 
regard to the merits of their cattle. 
They welcome the man from Missouri 
—the man who wants to be shown. 

In order to do the showing most 
effectively, the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation many years ago established 
the Advanced Register; and its breed- 
ers are not backward in pushing their 
cattle to the front through its use. 
Because of the faith that every one 
has in the records entered in this 
register, its use is found to be the 
most potent method of advertising 
known to our breeders. Prospective 
buyers do not ask what a cow can do, 
but what she has done; and they want 
the A. R. O. certificate to prove it. 
Thus the use of the Advanced Regis- 
ter grows from year to year; and you 
have made three times as many tests 
this past year as you did five years 
ago. When I reported, last year, that 


the increase in the number of tested 
cows over the year before was 35 per 
cent, I thought I was reporting a 
wonderful increase; but this year I 
am able to make an even better show- 
ing as the increase is fully 46 2-3 per 
cent. over last year. I hardly think 
that 1 need to mention that your act- 
ivities in official and semi-official test 
work have kept the Advanced Registry 
office hard pushed to keep up with 
you, 

-Again the increase in the official 
test work comes from the efforts of 
new men. Ever plainer it is seen that 
if a man wishes to ask anything of 
a price for a Holstein-Friesian animal, 
he must be willing to show what it, 
or its dam, if it be a bull or young 
heifer—can do under test. All the 
public sales show that when an ani- 
mal is good individually, the Advanced 
Register records, shewn either by the 
animal or in its pedigree, largely in- 
fluence the price obtained. The en- 
thusiasm of the new men is wonder- 
ful to see and this enthusiasm bodes 
well for the success of our Associa- 
tion and the Advanced Register. Thir- 
ty of our States and three of the prov- 
inces of Canada have now taken up 
the advanced registration work; the 
additions last year being Rhode Island, 
North Dakota, Montana, Arizona, Ore- 
gon, British Columbia, and Quebec. In 
the number of new men taking up ad- 
vanced registration work, New York 
still shows a very small lead over 
Wisconsin; while in percentage of in- 
crease Ohio stands first. The Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois breeders are 
awake to the fact that they too have 
good Holstein-Friesian cattle, and 
they are taking the right way to prove 
it. 

During the past fiscal year, our 
breeders have had 4,759 cows under 
test for preiods of not less than seven 
consecutice days. Of these cows re- 
ported, 91 began their official records 
not less than eight months after 
freshening, and 192 completed semi- 
official yearly or lactation records. 
Of the 4,476 ordinary records reported, 
180 were extended to 14 days, 4 to 
21 days, 262 to 30 days, 7 to 60 days, 
1 to 90 dzys, and 19 to an irregular 
number of days. The averages by 
ages or classes were as follows: 
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One thousand two hundred and sev- 
enty-seven full aged cows averaged: 
vege, 7 years, 1 month, 14 days; days 
from calving, 24; milk, 471.7 lbs.; per 
cent. fat, 3.51; fat, 16,559 Ibs. Two 
hundred and ninety-six senior four- 
year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 9 
months, 12 days; days from calving, 
23; milk, 449.2 lbs.; per cent fat, 3.52; 
fat, 15,803 lbs. Three hundred and 
thirty-seven junior four-year-olds av- 
eraged: age, 4 years, 2 months, 18 
days; days from calving, 24; milk, 
440.6 lbs.; per cent fat, 3.58; fat, 
15,760 lbs. Three hundred and ninety 
senior three-year-olds averaged: age, 
3 years, 9 months, 20 days; days from 
calving, 25; milk, 414.8 lbs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.55; fat, 14,730 lbs. Four hun- 
dred and thirty-six junior three-year- 
olds averaged: age, 3 years, 2 months, 
18 days; days from calving, 26; milk, 
400.6 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.51; fat, 
14,048 lbs. Five hundred and twelve 
senior two-year-olds averaged: age, 
2 years, 9 months, 11 days; days from 
calving, 29; milk, 347.3 lbs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.49; fat, 12,108 lbs. One thousand 
two hundred and twenty-eight junior 
two-year-olds averaged; age, 2 years, 
1 month, 18 days; days from calving, 
29; milk, 322.2 lbs.; per cent. fat, 
3.47; fat, 11,183 lbs. 

This herd of 4,476 animals, of which 
nearly one-half were heifers with first 
or second calvés, produced within a 
period of seven consecutive days 
1,793,762 lbs. of milk containing 62,- 
937,259 lbs. of butter-fat; thus show- 
ing an average of 3.51 per cent fat. 
The average production for each ani- 
mal was 400.8 lbs. milk containing 
14,061 Ibs. of butter-fat; equivalent 
to 57.3 lbs. or 27 1-4 quarts of milk 
per day, and 16.4 lbs. of the best of 
commercial butter per week. It will 
be noted that although there is a 
slight gain over the year before, the 
gain is very small; and at first sight 
it might look as if we had remained 
nearly stationary on the averages. 
But if we take into consideration the 
fact that practically the whole 50 per 
cent, increase in official test work 
over the year before is the work of 
beginners, as against 35 per cent. the 
preceeding year, it will be seen that 
merely holding our own is a gain. 
Beginners cannot and do not expect 
to get as good results as do experi- 
enced breeders; but there must be a 
first time and the beginner of today 
becomes the experienced breeder of 
tomorrow. 

The best proof that our work is 
not stationary is found in the prize 
lists, the leading records for over 
half of the classes of the four prize 
divisions having been broken during 
the year. In many of these classes 
the record has been broken several 
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times; the cows and heifers that have 
exceeded the old records being thirty- 
five in number. In the full aged class 
of the seven-day division Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby, Pontiac Clothilde De 
Kol 2d and Pontiac Pet, have come 


to the front; the last cow, by the 


wonderful production of 30,142 lbs. fat 
having pushed the record above the 
30-lb. notch. In the junior four-year- 
old class are Daisy Grace De Kol and 
Daisy Cornucopia Pauline, the latter 
holding the record with 27,823 Ibs. 
fat; while the senior three-year-old 
K. P. Alcartra, ‘by a production of 
24,692 lbs. fat has bettered all former 
yields. 

In the full aged elass of the thirty- 
day division, De Kol Queen La Polka 
2d bettered her own previous work, 
but the record she made was later 
exceeded by Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
2d and Pietertje Maid Ormsby, the 
latter now holding it with 116.53 Ibs. 
fat. Among the junior four-year-olds 
former records have been exceeded 
by Segis Tehee Beets, Daisy Grace De 
Kol, Betsey Hamilton Beauty, Daisy 
Cornucopia Pauline and K. P. Metis; 
the last closing the score ‘with 101,376 
Ibs. fat. Korndyke Zada, Woodcrest 
Rue De Kol, K, P. Alcartra and Lady 
Longfield 4th’s Homestead Lass, are 
the notable senior three-year-olds; the 
last with 99,586 lbs. fat, winning out 
at the head. 

In the senior four-year-old class of 
the records begun not less than eight 
months after freshening, Sadie Vale 
Pietertje and Vale De Kol Elliston at- 
tract our attention, the latter winning 
the record with the remarkable pro- 
ducion of 16,243 lbs. fat; while in the 
junior three year class the scoring 
record of 15,571 lbs. fat made by Jo- 
hanna Pauline Paul is proportionally 
as great. The senior two-year-old 
Prescott Mercedes Julip 2d wins in 
her class with the exceptionally fine 
record of 14,478 lbs. fat; as does the 
junior two-year-old K. P. Susie with 
13,833 Ibs. fat. 

In each of the five middle classes 
of the semi-official division the record 
has been broken from once to three 
times; that division showing the great- 
est changes for the year. In the sen- 
ior four-year class we note Alma Lin- 
coln Gerben, Johanna Rue Queen and 
Rhoda Maid Princess; the last having 
559.22 lbs. fat. The junior four-year 
class also shows three animals; the 
same being Princess Colantha Jewel 
2d, Daisy Hengerveld Piebe and the 
now record holder Trixy Stone, with 
645.01 Ibs. fat. Roosje Marie De Kol, 
600.7 lbs. fat, gains the leadership of 
the senior 3-year-olds; as does Paul- 
ine Johanna De Kol 24d, 639.15 lbs. fat, 
that of the junior three-yea class. K. 
P. Segis Inka and Prescott Mercedes 





Julip 2d have crowded the senior two- 
year record well up; the last now 
holding it with 680.81 lbs. fat. The 
advance shown by all the divisions is 
most gratifying. 

342 animals appear in the prize- 
lists for the 7-day division, 114 in 
those of the 30-day division, 80 in the 
“eight months” division, and 152 in 
the semi-official division; the total 
number of animals reported as either 
winning prizes or debarred under the 
rules being 688. The 7-day division has 
been longest established. In the full 
aged class of that division 64 cows 
are listed, the lowest of which and 
winner of the 50th prize produced al- 
most 22 Ibs. of butter-fat; while 
among the 86 listed junior 2-year-olds 
the lowest does not fall below 14.8 
lbs. fat. During the year, 8 cows, 3 
senior 4-year-olds, 6 junior 4-year-olds, 
4 senior 3-year olds, and 2 junior 3- 
year olds, 43 animals in all have pro- 
duced above 24 lbs. fat in seven days. 
Of these, a part merely increased 
former records of above 24 lbs. fat; 
tut our breed can now claim 86 ani- 
mals of the 24 lb. rank, where we had 
but. two, five years ago. Statistics 
are, as a rule, tedious to read or hear, 
but such figures as I am giving you 
today, to a Holstein-Friesian owner 
make very interesting reading. 

Of the cows under semi-official test 
a year ago, very few failed to com- 
plete their tests or to qualify. 192 
cows and heifers have won their A. R. 
S. O. certificates; the averages for 
the several classes being something 
wonderful even to a Holstein-Friesian 
owner. The best record was male 
by Lunde Korndyke, she producing 
26,192.7 lbs. milk containing 872.73 lbs. 
fat, or sufficient to make over 1,018 
lbs. of commercial butter. Thus, even 
with so small a number of long-time 
tests as we have, our breed can show 
two animals of a capacity above 1,000 
lbs. butter; and I expect this year’s 
work to increase the number. There 
can be no doubt but that the semi- 
official test is destined to become a 
very important factor in the develop- 
ment of the capacity of our breed, 
and that it will also have a large part 
in the determination of values; so it 
will be wise for such of our breeders 
as are so situated as to be able to do 
so to take up the long time work. The 
expense is considerable; but with 
even six cows in test, the cost per 
cow is very moderate. The cows mak- 
ing such tests will ‘be enhanced in 
value; they and the whole milking 
herd, to which they act as pace-mak- 
ers, will show an increased dairy 
profit; they will furnish an object 
lesson on getting best results to own- 
er and employees; and they may win 
a portion of the liberal prize money

From any 
standpoint it will pay and pay well. 

The tendancy to establish flat rates 
for the coiduct of all official tests with- 
in the State is increasing, and it is 
really the only way in which exact 
justice can be done all the breeders 
of any State. The States that change 
to the flat rate declare that there is 
no intention to unduly increase the 
rate to the individual breeder beyond 
what is necessary to obtain compe- 
tent supervisors, and to obtain them 
when the breeder wants them. Own- 
ers often write me to learn if our 
Association can not allow supervis- 
ors to be appointed from some dis- 
trict agricultural school that is nearer 
to them than the State Agricultural 
College; and to such letters the only 
answer is, “Yes; provided the officer 
in charge of official tests of dairy 
cows in that state will make the ap- 
pointment and will vouch for the abil- 
ity and fitness of the supervisor ap- 
pointed.” 

If we acknowledge one district ag- 
ricultural school, we must acknowl- 
edge hundreds of them; and it is quite 
hard enough now to induce some 35 
states and provinces to conduct tests 
on a uniform basis so as to place all 
our breeders on a par With one an- 
other. We wish to have our tests 
properly conducted and as cheaply as 
possible; but we do not wish to do 
anything that will lessen the value of 
our tests. My thanks are due to the 
state officers in charge for their 
uniform courtesy shown towards the 
Advanced Registry office, and for their 
willingness to accept suggestions tend- 
ing to uniformity in the conduct of 
tests; and thanks are also due to the 
174 supervisors appointed by these 
officers for their faithfulness in aid- 
ing me to keep in constant touch with 
large tests through detailed reports 
of the progress of such tests mailed 
from day to day. These reports have 
enabled me to reduce the number of 
verification tests materially; yet 46 


such tests have been conducted, and 
three great records have had two veri- 
fication tests each. 

Year by year the supervisors in 
charge of official test work discover 
larger numbers of cows ‘whose color 
markings do not fully coincide with 
those of their registration papers or 
whose identity is in doubt; and my 
office closed the fiscal year with some 
fifty applications for advanced regis- 
tration hung up for one reason or an- 
other. These matters cause the office 
a great deal of extra work, and I 
would suggest to our breeders that 
they use the greatest care in making 
diagrams for the recording of animals, 
and that in buying they accept noth- 
ing that does not agree in all essen- 
tials with its certificate of registry. 
In my estimation recording is often 
put off too long, even to the extent 
of giving rise to grave doubts as to 
whether an animal realiy is the one 
it purports to be. My experience in 


the Advanced Registry office leads me 


to favor limitation of the age for ac- 
ceptance to registry by our Associa- 
tion; and I am of the opinion that 
no animal over two years of age 
should be accepted. 

When three courageous Missouri 
Holstein-Friesian breeders, with a few 
animals selected from their own herds, 
went up against the pick of the Jer- 
sey world at the St. Louis World’s 
Fair, they were performing more of 
a service for the breed than they then 
knew. In the St. Louis test, both the 
fat and the solids not fat were care- 


fully computed; and it was conclusive- 


ly evident that the Holstein-Friesians 
were producing a greater proportion 
of solids other than fat to the fat than 
were the cows of the other dairy 
breeds. To a limited extent this had 
been shown before, but here it was 
conclusively proved; and I then de- 
cided that what our breed needed was 
a campaign of education on the con- 
stituents of milk and their relations 
to one another. It was to furnish am- 


unition for such a campaign that I 
included computations of total solids, 
when the lactometer was used, in our 
rules for the conduct of long-time 
tests. 

During the past year these compu- 
tations have been made in the case 
of nearly 100 cows and heifers; and 
we are learning why Holstein-Friesian 
milk is so valuable as a food. We 
now know that the fat content of such 
milk averages nearly 3 1-2 per cent, 
that the proportion of fat to the other 
solids is as 1 to 2 1-2, and that aver- 
age Holstein-Friesian milk runs a lit- 
tle over 12 per cent. total solids. 
What the average legislator knows 
about milk might fill one page, but 
what he does not know would usually 
fill a volume; so, in my estimation, it 
is ignorance rather than total deprav- 
ity that effects him, when he under- 
takes to establish a milk standard and 
unwittingly makes criminals of honest 
milk producers. Teach him that 3 
per cent. milk, which is as high a 
standard as ought to be adopted, 
means 10.5 per cent solids, and that 
a standard of 12.5 per cent. solids will 
require nearly 3 1-2 per cent fat, and 
we shall have no more of those double 
standards that on ‘the very face of 
the act are the rankest kind of a 
fraud. 

As ‘the official test work and ad- 
vaned registration of animals goes on 
greater interest is taken in pedigree; 
especially in ‘those forms of pedigree 
that show the names and records of 
the A. R. O. relatives of an animal. In 
order that owners of Holstein-Frie- 
sians may derive advantage from the 
data on file in the Advanced Registry 
office, our Association has for some 
time issued official pedigrees through 
that office; and during the past fiscal 
year the work and income of that 
department has increased 50 per cent. 
The form. of official pedigrees issued 
the past year was the same as for 
the previous year, but in future, ow- 
ing to ithe large amount of work it

entails, the listing of any grand-daugh- 
ters will have to be omitted. The 
great increase in the amount of data 
to be shown on the face of the pedi- 
grees will largely counter balance the 
omission of this feature. Again I may 
say that the Association does not do 
catalogue work, as it ‘believes that 
work of that kind is not within its 
province, and that it can best be done 
by private parties. As last year, I 
recommend that applications for the 
issue of A. R. O. pedigrees be made 
during the summer season, so as to 
gain the advantage of the previous 
winter’s work. 


To the close of the last fiscal year, 
a total of 16.100 animals have been 
admitted to entry in the Advanced 
Register; of which number 1,054 were 
bulls. During the past year 3, 231 
cows and 219 ‘bulls have been admitted 
as original entries; while 1,528 cows 
and 116 bulls have been admitted to 
re-entry under the rules governing 
such re-entries. The total of entries 
for the year is 5,094 as against 3,506 
reported by me one year ago; an 
increase of nearly 44 per cent. It will 
be seen from this and from the finan- 
cial part of my report that the de- 
mands of the Advanced Registry office 
and the expense of maintenance are 
increasing rapidly; and in the man- 
agement of the Association’s finances 
it will be necessary to pay increas- 
ing attention to these facts. The re- 
ceipts and expenditures of my oflice 
for the fiscal year were as follows:

I am glad to say that the system 
under which the office was reorgan- 
ized by me does not show the slight- 
est weakness under the strain placed 
upon it by our rapid growth, and you 
can not break it down; but while, 
during the spring months, everything 
possible is postponed till after the an- 
nual meeting even to the wrtiing of A. 
R. O. certificates the amount of work 
that I and my clerks “:an do has its 
limit; and it has become necessary 
for me to ask you 1nd our Board of 
Officers to take such action as will 
permit of the closing of entries to the 
volumes of the Advanced Register on 
May 1st instead of Mav 15th of each 
year. Last year the printers had to 
put in a night force in order to get 
the printing done in time for the an- 
nual meeting; and this year, as you 
will no doubt notice, they did not 
have time to get the last lot of in- 
serts for the Official Reports and Prize 
Lists Pamphlet correctly arranged al- 
phabetically. 

Inclusive of the increase in semi- 
official tesits, the work of the Ad- 
vanced Registry office last year shows 
a 55 per cent. increase over the work 
of the previous year; although the ex- 
pense acocunt shows less than a 35 
per cent. increase. This’ shows that 


the work has been done cheaper pro- 
portionally than ever before. 


The 


demand for the booklet, entitled “Out- 
lines of the MHolstein-Friesian Ad- 
vanced Registry System,” is steadily 
increasing among our State Agricul- 
tural Colleges; and 4,000 copies of the 
6th edition were distributed among 
them last winter. The publication of 
the advance sheets, entitled “Official 
Records of Holstein-Friesian Cows,” 
was continued during the year, the 


number of sheets for each issue being 
increased to eight. 

The 21st volume of the Advanced 
Register has been printed and deliver- 
ed; and the copy for the 22nd vol- 
ume is nearly completed, the index 
and about one-third of the copy for 
entries being in the hands of the 
printers. It is hoped that it will be 
ready for delivery at tthe usual time. 
As prize-money for records made dur- 
ing the year just closed, $9,529.50 has 
been aportioned among 177 breeders; 
and it will be noted that more than 
usual of those winning prize-money 
are men new to the official test work. 
Portions of the classes in the “Eight 
Months” and Semi-Official Prize-Di- 
visions are not fully filled out for last 
year, leaving a portion of the money 
offered uncalled for; but as some 370 
cows are now entered on semi-official 
test where there were but 200 one year 
ago, and as many of these will make 
official tests begun not less than eight 
months after freshening, I think.that 
these classes will probably be better 
filled tthe present year. In addition to 
this report, and as forming a part of 
the same, I also submit in pamphlet 
form, a report of the official and semi- 
official butter-fat records made during 
the last year, and of the prizeswinning 
cows in the several classes of the four 
prize divisions.

WHAT NEXT? 

It must have been evident to every 
atendant at the annual meeting in 
Syracuse the other day that the As- 
sociation is approaching a crisis in its 
history. The question of whether all 
future meetings of the Society are 
to be held in New York, or whether 
its permanent home is to be built 
there, was in everybody’s mind re- 
gardless of the subject under consid- 
eration. The Syracuse newspaper 
called it a fight between the east and 
west, but it really seemed to be a 
contention between New York and the 
rest of the country. The New York- 
ers seem determined to have a home 
building erected in their state and 
to have all the meetings of the Asso- 
ciation held there. The Association 
was incorporated in New York, and 
the Holstein-Friesian breeders of the 
empire state were the chief founders 
of the Association and have been its 
guiding and controlling spirits. Nat- 
urally men who have been in power 
and worked hard in building up an 
organization hate to let go and see 
others enter into their labors. But 
under the law of evolution new lead- 
ership is ever encroaching upon the 
old. Even when the old wheel horses 
are ripe in wisdom and crawned with 
honors the inexorable law of nature 
crowds them from leadership when 
the hour for their departure arrives. 
Happy is the man who can grow old 
gracefully, and fortunate is the lead- 
er who can cheerfully throw off the 
harness and bid God-speed to those 
who are putting it on. The founders 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
did well and its up-builders in later 
years have done good work. Through 
their instrumentality a noble breed 
of cattle has been established on 
these shores and thereby the whole 
country has been enriched and beau- 
tified. They were broad and liberal 
minded and organized an association 
for a nation and not for a state. New 
York is a great state and is justly 
called “The Empire State.” I have 


no prejudice against it, for I was born 


and reared there. However, there are 
now forty-seven other states and some 
territories and it is apparent that the 
members of our Association in distant 
states and territories will not always 
be content to have all its meetings 
held in the state of New York. 

If it should be leagally determined 
that all the meetings of the Associa- 
ition must be held in New York, then 
the charter will have to be amended 
to allow meetings to be held else- 
where, or else there will be other 
associations with separate herd books 
established in different parts of the 
country. The country is so large that 
possibly this would be a wise thing 
to do some time in the future, but 
there is no occasion for such a dras- 
tic step at present, if the annual meet- 
ings are not confined to New York 
alone. The ideal way for holding the 
annual meetings would be to hold 
them in different places and different 
states. In that way the breeders in 
every part of the ountry would have 
an opportunity to attend an annual 
meeting. Is this thing possible? 

Our charter provides that the meet- 
ings of the association shall be held 
at such times and places as fixed by 
the by-laws, and the by-laws desig- 
nate the first Wednesday of June in 
each year for the annual meeting and 
they further provide that our board 
of officers may in their discretion 
order the annual meeting to be held 
in Buffalo ‘or any other place.” 

The lawyers do not agree as to the 
interpretation of this language. Some 
claim that ‘any other place” should 
be construed as if it said any other 
place in New York, while others claim 
that “any other place” means any 
other place in the United States. 
Without doubt it is a difficult question 
to decide as the states have different 
laws on the subject and the decisions 
of the Courts relative to the matter 
are also onflicting. When we look 
at it in the light of reason it seems to 
me that the language “any other 
place,” should be contrued with the 
ordinary meaning of the words in the 


absence of any statutory provisions 
relative thereto. It is true that it is 
usually implied in the grant of a char- 
ter that the company shall have its 
place of management in the state un- 
der whose law it is organized, but it 
is not the rule of the common law, 
nor is it the rule of all the states, for 
in some of them the statutes express- 
ly permit corporations organized 
therein to hold meetings outside the 
state. Then in the absene of legisla- 
tive enactment the authority for hold- 
ing meetings must be sought in the 
charter itself. If the association had 
been organized as the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of New York with 
the use of the same language relative 
to the annual meeting it might be 
more boldly claimed that all meetings 
should be held in the state, but it was 
organized as the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America and thereby 
showing that it was not intended to 
be confined to New York alone, but 
was intended to cover all the states. 
And from the beginning it has been 
managed upon this plan. The officers 
have been chosen from _ different 
states, and the Secretary’s office and 
the office of the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry have both been lo- 
cated for several years beyond the 
boundaries of New York. Certainly 
as much could be said in favor of 
compelling the officers of the Asso- 
ciation to be located in the state of 
the charter as of requiring the meet- 
ings to be held there. If the records 
and books of the Association are not 
kept in the state of the charter, how 
is the state to exercise proper con- 
trol over the corporation? 

But in view of the language of the 
charter and by-laws and the past con- 
duct of the association to say that 
all its meetings must be held in New 
York is like arguing that the earth 
is the only planet on which animal 
life can exist. 

In any view of the subject it strikes 
me that the best way out is for the 
association at its next annual meet- 
ing to take steps to have its charter

so amended as to clearly permit its 
meetings to be held in any state of 
the union, or else have our Board of 
Officers order the annual meetings for 
1913 to be held in Ohio, Michigan, or 
some other state. If that should be 
done those opposed to such action 
could apply to the Courts for an in- 
junction to restrain the meeting from 
being held there, and the legal ques- 
tion would be then settled, and if no 
one should apply for such injunction, 
then the precedent ‘would be estab- 
lished, and the meeting thereafter 
could be held at convenient places in 
different parts of the country. If this 
should be done in all probability no 
other association would be organized 
for many years, peace and harmony 
would be restored in our Association, 
and our New York members would 
have no just ground of complaint for 
undoubtedly they would have their 
full share of future meetings held in 
their state. Then, too, if meetings 
could be held in different states, the 
members of the states outside New 
York would be more willing to vote 
for a permanent home building in Sy- 
racuse.

MASSACHUSETTS MILK PRO- 
DUCERS UP AGAINST IT. 
Massachusetts milk producers are 
“up against” about the worst com- 
bination of state legislation, railroad 
opposition, outside competition, city 
exaction and middleman tyranny that 
has ever afflicted any important class 
of producers in any state in the Union.

By 
drastic measures alone can they force 
a rearrangement, and they lack the 
organization that would enable them 
to employ drastic measures. Our 
readers are greatly interested in the 
Massachusetts situation, as those of 


them who live in other states know 


that similar combinations against 
them are possible.

ation of disease-spreading cattle from 
the healthy is the only known safety, 
and as a corolary thereto, while we 
are ignorant of any means to dis- 
tinguish dangerous cattle, all reac- 
tors should be regarded as_ possibly 
dangerous and treated under the prin- 
ciples of segregation.” 

Now, We have maintained and still 
maintain that we have a method of 
determining when an animal has 
reached a “dangerous point of distri- 
bution,” and since I am writing this 
to breeders of valuable pure-blood 
stock, I shall qualify my statement 
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by saying a practical method of mak- 
ing such determination. It is not a 
new method but one almost univer- 
sally employed in the determination 
of toberculosis in the human family. 
I refer to the use of microscopic an- 
alysis of the secretions and excre- 
tions of the person suspected of being 
diseased. We insist that this method 
is just as practical for the bovine as 
for the human. 

Is it argued that such an analysis 
demands an expert analyst? Likewise 
the tuberculin test must now be con- 
ducted by an expert. Anyone who 
can command a suitable microscope 
and who has had experience in using 
one, could make the analysis. There 
is practically no other expense re- 
quired. 

If, on examination of the milk, sa- 
liva and feces, no ‘tubercular germs 
are found, regardless of the fact that 
the animal has reacted, that animal 
is not in danger of communicating 
the disease, and there can be no ne- 
cessity for her slaughter or segrega- 
tion. It is probable that with cattle 
as with people the majority of those 
harboring tubercules would never be- 
come dangerous. 

It has been a matter of continued 
wonderment to the writer, that scien- 
tists, doctors and veterinarians, famil- 
iar with the facts that we have stat- 
ed, should continue to rehearse the 
statement that there is no known 
practical method of determining if a 
reacting animal is giving off the 
germs of the disease, and, therefore, 
a menace to other animals. We re- 
peat from our own personal experi- 
ence with microscopic analysis that 
such a diagnosis is practical, espec- 
jially for high-priced pure-blood ani- 
mals, and that it is not fraught with 
any especial difficulties.

ADDRESS OF CHARLES W. WOOD, 
PRESIDENT OF THE HOLSTEIN- 
FRIESIAN ASSOCIATION OF 
AMERICA. 

(Concluded from last Issue.) 





The markings of many of the so- 
called grade cattle are distinctive and 
easily recognized by the experienced 
breeder. These considerations and oth- 
ers, not tending at all towards a fad 
in color markings, have led to the 
establishment of the rule concerning 
color markings that bar registry, vix: 

Under action taken at the meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Am- 
erica, held May 30, 1910, reading as 
follows: — 

“Voted that a committee be appoint- 
ed to amend the Scale of Points with 
reference to color markings, and to 
define such color markings as_ will 
bar an animal from registration, par- 
ticularly animals having black legs 
with patches of white interspersed 
thereon, below the knees and hocks, 
and bearing black switches, or both.” 

It was voted that the Executive 
Committee be empowered to act upon 
the matter and adopt the following, 
as its report: 


oe 


Colors That Bar Registry 
Solid black. (2) Solid White. 


Black switch. 
Solid black, with white on belly 


only. 

(5) Black on legs, beginning at feet 
and extending to knees’ and 
hocks. 


Black on legs, beginning at feet 
and extending to knees, with 
white interspersed. 
Grey, or mixed black and white, 
generally prevailing. 
(8) Patches of other colors’ than 
black or white,—red, brown, dun, etc. 
(9) Red and white. 
* Thus, while we are striving to re- 
tain the characteristics which have 
made this breed known as the leader 
of dairy breeds for more than two 
thousand years, and while we are en- 
deavoring in all ways to attain still 
greater perfection, we must not lose 
sight of the fact that beauty of color 
markings has a marketable value and 
an important bearing upon our future,

During the year the prosperity of 
this breed has been equally manifest 
throughout the Dominion of Canada, 
and our Canadian neighbors and our 
Holstein-Friesian friends, members of 
the Canadian Holstein-Friesian Asso-

ciation, are very generally emulating 
the wisdom and practice of this Asso- 
ciation. These cattle are the favorites 
among dairymen there, as they are in 
the United States. Their Herd-Book 
is conducted on lines similar to ours, 
they have a large membership, and a 
handsome cash surplus of over $10,000 
in the treasury. The American Asso- 
ciation, however, in no way recog- 
nizes the Canadian Herd-Book. Amer- 
ican buyers have taken seventy-two 
cattle from Canada the past year, but 
before those cattle can be recorded in 
our Herd-Book each of their ancestors 
must be recorded, involving a large 
expense, often reaching from $30 to 
$100. The placing of the seventy-two 
head on our records involved the reg- 
istration of 366 others to make them 
eligible. 


The Department of Agriculture of 
the United States recognizes our 
Herd-Book only, together with those 
records in Holland with which we are 
affiliated. In order to import cattle 
for breeding purposes and free of 
duty, it is necessary that such cattle 
be recorded in recognized or affiliated 
Holland Herd-Books. The Canadian 
is not so recognized at 
present. The question has been rais- 
ed by the United States authorities 
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grade.

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as to our attitude in this matter, and 
with you rests the responsibility of 
answering it. 

While I recognize that there may 
be differences of opinion, I find my- 
self restricted by no hesitation in de- 
claring to you in the most unqualified 
manner, that I believe some method 
should te adopted to place these cat- 
tle across the line on a par with our 
Own. 

Twice during the year it was my 
privilege to cross the line for the spec- 
ial purpose of investigating this ques- 
tion in all its phases, each time thav- 
ing accepted an invitation, once from 
the Fair Committee at Sherbrooke, 
the next from the Canadian Associa- 
tion’s officers to visit their annual 
meeting at Toronto. In each instance 
I met with a charming reception and 
observed a most interesting revelit- 
tion, both as to the question of the 
quality of the cattle that are to be 
produced across the line and, as 
might readily be expected, the intelli- 
gence and integrity of the men en- 
gaged in breeding this class of cattle 
in Canada, We can well afford to 
throw down the dividing line and al- 
low our cattle to flow over into that 
section, and having been matured, 
fed, and developed, their progency 
will drift back into this territory. Tne 
demand for Holstein-Friesian caitle, 





as I have previously said, is such as 
to exceed, by a large percentage, the 
possible production or supply. We 
therefore owe it to ourselves from a 
financial standpoint, and we owe it 
to our neighbors from a reciprocal 
standpoint, to indulge in some such 
legislation. I recommend the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five men, 
endowed with the authority and em- 
powered with the responsibility of in- 
vestigating this subject with a view 
to this end. Wizether it should be by 
the uniting of records, by mutual ex- 
change, or by some other method, I 
advise awaiting their investigation 
and report. 

I am informed that a similar coms 
mittee has already been appointed by 
the Canadian Association, who are 
agreeable to an early conference. [f 


cannot speak too highly of my visit 


at the Canadian Association. Its offi- 
cers are the very embodiment of 
courtesy and the kindly and fraternal 
regard manifested by that association 


towards this one, was to me a genuine 


benediction. 

For several years there have been 
no new importations. I know of no 
other class of creatures or domestic 
animals where importation has been 
so severly restricted. We have ,been 
constantly exporting but have practi- 
cally disregarded the infusion of new 


blood. A careful study of the various 
authorities upon this subject, and re- 
citals from men who have crossed the 
water and visited Holland, compel - 
within me the conviction that the 
careful and scientific breeding of the 
Holland people, thé kind, prudent 
methods employed by them in the 
care of their cattle, supplemented by 
the rich feed that grows upon these 
Holland meadows, conduce to the pro- 
duction of cattle in many ways su- 
perior to our own. But if this were 
not true, if they were only equal, even 
then, an infusion of new blood, to 
my mind, is absolutely wise and es- 
sential. 

By reason of the existence of the 
foot and mouth disease, importation 
has been restricted for the past sever- 
al years, by the United States Govern- 
ment. I trust this embarrassment or 
hindrance will soon be obviated; but 
we have a rule by which this Asso- 
ciation penalizes instead of encour- 
ages the man who would risk his for- 
tune in importing to this country a 
few excellent specimens of the breed. 
I think this is wrong policy. The Gov- 
ernment, for the purpose of fostering 
importation, throws down the bars 
and removes the duty. This Associa- 
tion doubles and triples the registra- 
tion fee. One of the best things that 
could happen, in my judgment, would

SOCIALISM (Continued). 

Returinng to a discussion of the 
workers it is a sad thing that they are 
not united in a common purpose as 
are the Hunters or predatory class. 
Save as workers they are in no other 
sense homogeneous. Some are edu- 
cated, others are extremely ignorant; 
some are the purest and highest of 
idealists, others are of the vilest of 
the vile; some would be glad to be 
the rankest exploiters of their fellow 
men, others could have no greater sor- 
row than the counsciousness of thav- 
ing brought ruin upon a single fel- 
low-worker. 


Unorganized Workers. 


This is probably the largest class 
among those who labor with hand or 
brain. They are principally found in 
our cities and incorporated villages. 
They are almost without exception re- 
ligious. Among them are thousands of 
Orthodox Jews. And thousands are 
members of Orthodox Greek, Cath- 
olic and Protestant churches. The 
great mass are imimgrantts or the 
children of immigrants. Thousands 
and thousands of them can neither 
read nor write theirown language, say 
nothing of their inability to read and 
write the English language, the lan- 
guage of their chosen home—this 
country. 


They are of all classes the greatest 
sufferers. At the same time they are 
intensely conservative. By nature they 
are not dull. On an average they will 
rank in native ability with any other 
of the great classes of American peo- 
ple. Their hopes are anchored to the 
past. 


I had the pleasure of meeting, as 
late as yesterday, with one of this 
class, a young man looking for em- 
ployment—begging for work. He was 
evidently a young Jew who could talk 
intelligently in our language. He was 
clean in appearance and I doubt not 
in every other way. His hopes were 


in a Jewish Mesiah, the hope of Is- 
rael three thousand years ago.. I 
have little doubt that he looks for his 
coming with as much sincerity as did 
the greatest of all ancient poets of 
his race the second Isaiah. I urged 
him to look forward to Socialism. We 
talked in the utmost friendship, but 
what were my hopes as compared with 
his hopes? He stood like a rock 
against my pity and my pleading. His 
Was an example of thousands in our 
great cities that are only just able 
to exist by the help of the more for- 
tunate of their bortherhood. 

Of those who hold to the religious 
beliefs of the Greek and Roman Cath- 
olic churches there is not quite the 
stubbornness as was manifested by 
this young man. Many of these are 
densely ignorant. There is no relig-. 
ious superstition, however rank, that 
may not be found among them. Many 
of them are also expecting a Mesiah, 
a second coming of Christ in the clouds 
of heaven. They trust to their priests. 
It is surprising that so many of these 
should be drunken and vile wretches 
who sell their votes at every elec- 
tion in some form or other. You may 
always trust the predatory class to 
secure their help at the ballot box. 
Those who are Protestant are alike 
drunken and vile. More or less of 
them are supported every winter by

our many forms of charity. When 
Summer comes a large number of 
them take to the country ostensibly 
to secure work. These are fhe lazy 
of whom our farmers complain justly. 
But it is unjust and cruel to charge a 
like complaint against the great mass 
of unorganized workers of whom I 
have attempted the above description. 


Organized Workers. 


This class is comparatively a very 
small one, a brotherhood in various 
forms and under various titles, who 
fight for a right to work and for 
something like adequate wages. Let 
us all honor them for doing so and at 
the same time condemn them for 
fighting each other. Let us also con- 
demn them for their brutality that 
may in some instances descend to the 
shameful perpetration of the worst 
possible crimes. This class as a whole 
are rationalists. They are very rare- 
ly found in any church although our 
churches seem very desirious of reach- 
ing them. I have obtained names of 
several of these brotherhoods and the 
probable extent of their membership, 
from a reliable source, as folows:

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TWO MONTANA HEIFERS. 

At the Montana Agricultural col- 
lege there are two _— purebred 
Holstein-Friesian heifers that are 
making very good records. These 
heifers are both three years 
old and have just had _ their 
their first lactation periods are: Mon- 
tana Koningen, 9,682.8 pounds milk 
and 368.6 pounds of butter; Miss 
Reinschje Bozeman, 8,161 pounds of 
milk and 352.3 pounds of butter. For 
the year 1910, the value of the pro- 
ducts (skim milk and butter,) Mon- 
tana Koningen’s was $134.30 and 
the actual cost of her feed was $57.92, 
making a difference between the cost 
of feed and the value of the product 
of 76.38. For Miss Reinschje Boze- 
man the value of the products was 
$126.00 and the cost of feed was 
$55.65, making the difference between 
the cost of feed and the value of the 
products $70.95. On a seven-day test, 
soon after having their second calves, 
the heifers made respectively 18.6 
and 14 pounds of butter, both going 
into the Advanced Register for Hol- 
stein-Friesian cows. 

To realize what kind of heifers 
these are the reader must bear in 
mind that the average Montana cow 
produces less than half a pound of 
butter per day, while these heifers 
average a pound a day all the year 
‘round, just twice as much as the 
average Montana cow. The milk pro- 
duced in a year by these two heifers 
is equal to more human food than is 
contained in the carcasses of three 
steers weiging 1,250 pounds each. In 
other words, three male cattle, each 
about the size of these heifers would 
have to be killed and eaten every 
year in order to supply as much food 
as these two heifers give in their milk 
and butter, and at the end of the year 
you still have the two heifers and 
their calves. 

Where dairying is an old estab- 
lished industry, where herds have 
been developed by years of selection, 
the work of these two hifers is noth- 
ing remarkable, but it is for the Mon- 
tana farmer, the man who keeps any 
kind of an old cow, or the man who 
uses condensed milk on his table, that 
this article is written. Cows like 
these are profitable, not only on ac- 


count of their milk and butter, but 
on account of the good they do in 
maintaining soil fertility. Look at the 
thousands of abandoned farms in New 
England and the work the dairy cow 
is now doing towards building them 
up again to a state of productiveness 
and prosperity. 

While our Montana soil is now rich, 
it is only a question of time till we, 
too, will have to look about for a 
means of replenishing our soil. It is 
far easier to keep your soil fertile 
than it is to make it fertile, so why 
not get some good dairy cows and 
start now? The work of these two 
heifers is important, because it means 
that the feeding of the human race, 
reducing the cost of living by making 
the earth more productive, and _ it 
means greater development and pros- 
perity for the Treasure State.—H. P.

FRENCH POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS 
(From Consul General A. Gaulin, Mar- 

The record of the postal savings 
bank system in France has been one 
of continued progress. In 1882, when 
this institution was established, the 
total number of postal banks in oper- 
ation was 6,024, with 211,580 deposit 
accounts remaining open at the close 
of the year. These accounts, includ- 
ing interest due to depositors, amount- 
ed to $9,187,116, the average sum of 
the deposits being $43.41. On Decem- 
ber 31, 1909, the lastest year for which 
complete statistics are available, the 
number of banks had increased by 
nearly 2,000, the deposit accounts 
numbered 5,542,882, and the deposits, 
including interest, represented an ag- 
gregate amount of $316,456,866, aver- 
aging $57.08. 

The expenses of administration dur- 
ing 1909 amounted to. $1,504,678 and 
the net profits to $526,786. It may 
be recalled that individual accounts 
are limited by law to $1,500 francs 
($289.50). When an account exceeds 
this the surplue is invested by the 
bank in national bonds. The total 
value of the bonds purchased in 1909 
was $2,080,575. The withdrawals, in- 
cluding these purchases, amounted 
to $104,916,150.
